The 
problem resolved itself into this; If 
the Mellisli eoubl m aintain her distance 
from the pursuer until it w as necessary 
to eon o by the wind for a short tack 
and still have sufficient space aud time 
left to enable her to run up to the 
mouth of lb«* channel w ithout being 
•link or forced to strike by the bat­ 
teries of the frigate, they might escape; 
if not God help them all! thought Sey- 
motir desperately; for in that event he 
resolved to run the vessel on the rocky 
edge of the slioai at the puss’ mouth 
an«l sink h»»r.
